PETER BECOMES A DISCIPLE OF 
JESUS 


Golden Text: Come ye after me, and 
T will Make you to become fishers of 
men-~Mark 1.17. 


Lesson: Mark 114-18, 29-21, 
Devotional Reading: Isaiah 65.1-5. 


Explanations and Comments 


1. ‘Peter Becomes: a Disciple of 
Jesus, verses 14-18-~After John the 
Baptist was imprisoned and his work 
as a herald ‘was over (Matthew 14, 
8-5; Luke 8.19.20), Jesus went from 
Judaea to Galilee and there proclaim 
ed the good news (the gospel) of God, 
and announced that the time had been 
fulfilled, the world was ready for a 


new_ order of things, and ‘the, King- 


dom of.God was at hand. More than 
a hundred times Jesus: used — tho 


‘phrase “the Kingdom of God” or: its 
‘| equivalent; 


what did “He mean by it? 
It is a phrase which in different pas- 
sages ‘seems to have ‘different mean- 
ings, being. now present and now, fu- 
ture; but its usual meaning is as 
here, the rule. of God in the hearts of 
men. Lo, the Kingdom is within you, 
Luke 17.21. 

“Jesus came preaching that this 
Kingdom was at hand. Most of his 
teaching was conversational, but he 
preached four great sermons, all of 
which concerned the coming. of-.the 
Kingdom. In the first, he announced 
that it was his mission’ to initiate 
this Kingdom. In thé. second = he 
interpreted the fundamental  prin- 
ciples on which the Kingdom would 
be founded. ‘ In the third; he traced 
the method and process of its devel- 
opment.
